U. $1,000,000 


New Student Hall 
To Be Erected, Loan 
Fund Established 


Notre Dame, Ind.—(NC)—Mrs. 
Fred J. Fisher, widow of the 
founder of the Fisher Body Com- 
pany, Detroit, Mich. has given 
$1,000,000 to the University of 
Notre Dame, the Rev. John, J. 
Cavanaugh, C.S.C., President of 
Notre Dame, has announced. The 


late Mr. Fisher was a member off

$750,000 is to be used to build a 


dormitory which will house ap- 
proximately 200 students. The 
dormitory will be known as “The 
Fred J. and Sally Fisher Memor- 
ial.” The remaining $250,000 is to 
be placed in trust by the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame with the Con- 
tiental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Company of Chicago, to be 
used by the University as a re- 
volving cash fund for the purpose 
of making loans to students who 
are willing to work their way 
through school. 


Loans provided in Mrs. Fisher’s 
gift to Notre Dame are in contrast 
to the regular university scholar- 
ships in that they provide an op- 
portunity for deserving students 
to develop their own future, rather 
than depend on the university or 
the government to provide them 
with free assistance, it was said. 

Mrs. Fisher, in making the gift, 
said she believes that the worth- 
while youn men would not 
want to be obligated to anyone or 
receive something for nothing, but 
would, if given the opportunity, 
like to obtain a college education. 
Many worthy students, Mrs. Fisher 
believes, find it impossible to earn 
sufficient money to defray all 
necessary expenses while attend- 
ing college. This fund is to be 
used to assist such a student by 
lending him the additional amount 
necessary to complete his educa- 
tion. He will be expected to repay 
the amounts of money loaned to 
him, plus a moderate rate of in- 
terest. which will be secured by 
his personal note, due when he has 
left college and is in a position to 


pay the entire amount or any part 
thereof. 


Upon this money being repaid 
by each student it will be returned 
to the trust and made available 
for loans to other students. All 
student loans will be solely within 
the discretion of the University 
authorities. 


Mrs. Fisher said she does not 
intend this fund to be used solely 
for those who rate highest schol- 
astically, but that it is intended to

At times these conferences have 
been held at institutions, but the 
general feeling is that they should 
be given on a parish basis when- 
ever facilities at all permit.

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Whenever possible the confer- 
ence should begin with Mass, pre- 
ferably one of the regular Sunday 
Masses.

Mercy Slaying 


Mek guilty than the physician 
who administered an injection 
of air into the blood stream of a 
dying cancer patient in order te 
shorten her life, are the clergymen 
who defend mercy killing. 


It has been assumed through the 
centuries, in the Old Law as well 
as in the New, that only the Au- 
thor of life may take it, even when 
it is slowly ebbing away. 

When a physician administers a 
drug or performs an operation cal- 
culated to remove a disability, even 
though death may follow indirectly, 
it is not wrong because his inten- 
tion is to cure rather than to kill. 
But when his primary intention is 
to kill, he cannot be exempted from 
murder, even though relatives of 
the patient may approve of what 
he does, or even though the pa- 
tient himself might ask for it. 

Just as no one may take his 
own life as a suicide, so no one

Con- 
fucius brought into a deadening 
world a doctrine of life, as did 
Gautama whom men call Buddha.

So, we wonder what we shall do 
about China, which in cosmic 
terms, means some 400,000,000 
human beings whose status affects 
an equal number who constitute 
the largest part of mankind.”

Cant Stand A Religion 
That Worships Relics 


LOUIS C. FINK 


HE arm of Saint Francis, suitably encased in a glass and gold frame, has been displayed 


publicly in American churches, and thousands of people have venerated this relic. These 


acts of reverence have caused some consternation to friends who do not understand the 
Catholic Church. (I was going to say “non-Catholic friends,“ but one man told me that 
they recited the Apostles Creed in his church, and he considers himself a Catholic, “al- 
though not a Roman Catholic.”’) 


Well, our non-Roman Catholic?— 


friends say that we must be pa- 
gan, if we can kneel ore 
a bit of human flesh. If we feel 
that prayer to the arm of a saint 
can bring results, we must be no 
more than idolators. In their ig- 
norance, they conclude, I can’t 
— a religion that worships 
relics!” 


Neither can I; neither can an 
other practical Catholic. The tru 
is that we don’t worship relics; we 
don’t believe that rel can an- 
swer our prayers or work mir- 
acles; we don’t believe there is 
any magic in a relic, 


Veneration Not Worship 


What we do, and what our 
Church teaches, is to venerate 
these relics. According to the dic- 
tionary, venerate means to regard 
with respect, admiration or defer- 
ence. e look beyond the relic 
to the saint to whom it belonged 
in life, and we ask that saint to 
intercede with God for us. Saint 
Jerome wrote, “We do not wor- 
shin, we do not adore—we vene- 
rate the relics of martyrs better 
to adore Him whose martyrs they

The Council of Trent recom- 
mended that Catholics should 
venerate relics, through which 
benefits might be bestowed by 
God. We venerate the bodies of 
saints as the former temples of 
the Holy Ghost. 


Although Catholics venerate 
many ics, they have no mon- 
opoly on the pious custom. The 

itself was used long before 
the advent of Christianity to de- 
note some object, notably a part 
of the body or clothes, remaining 
as a memorial of a departed saint. 
The remains of such men as Oedi- 
pus, 1 and Zoroaster were 
all trea with honor by their 
followers. The tooth of Buddha is 
preserved and honored in Ceylon. 
And in modern times, we all know 
that Lenin's body occupies the 
center of the stage in Moscow, 
where his vault dominates the 
square outside the Kremlin. 


Goes Way Back . 


In the Christian Era, the ven- 
eration of relics can be traced 
back as far as the second century. 
Saint Polycarp was burned at the 
stake, and his disciples gathered 
up his bones, put them in a suit- 
able place, and then observed his 
martyrdom with prayer. 


Today we know of many relics 
throughout the world. The altar 
of every Catholic Church has a 
relic beneath it, a custom that 
= have originated with the 
early practice of offering Mass on 
the tombs of martyred Christians. 
At the Basilica of Saint Anne in 
Beaupre, Canada, there is en- 
shrined a part of her wrist bone. 


Mother Cabrini’s body lies in 
state in New York City. The Old 
Cathedral in St. Louis, Missouri, 
contains 92 relics, including those 
of the authors of the four Gos- 
pels. 


Most holy to Catholics are the 
relics of the True Cross, which 
was discovered about 325 A.D. 
Legend has it that Saint Helena 
uncovered the Hill of Calvary and 
that a certain Jew told her where 
the three crosses were buried. In 
order to determine which was the 
Cross on which Christ died and 


thieves, Saint Helena had a sick 
woman touch all three. When she 
touched the True Cross, she was 
healed. 7 


We have no sure proof that this 
legend is correct, but we do know 
that the Cross was unearthed and 
bits of it distributed throughout 
the world. About two-fifths of a 
cubic foot (out of an estimated 
seven cubic feet of timber) have 
been accounted for: The True 
Cross was made of pine, and 

ieces of it are in Brussels, Rome, 

enice and other European 
cities. 


Other relics of Our Saviour are 
dear to Catholics. The Crown of 
Thorns is preserved in Paris. One 
of the Nails is in the famous iron 
crown of Lom>ardy. The sponge 
is in Rome, where are also kept

Against The Light 


The one case that’s desperate, 
humanly speaking, is where intel- 
lectual pride is involved. The more 
we try to show him how he’s 
wrong, the more bull-headed he 
gets. Even in the secrecy of his 
own heart, he'll refuse to admit 
that he’s made a mistake. And of 
course if he’s ever going to concede 
that we’re right, he’s got to concede 
at the same time that he’s been 
wrong. And that’s just what he 
refuses to do. 

But all things are possible to 
prayer. If we pray hard and offer 
up some acts of self-denial, God 
may grant the special gracé need- 
ed to change those dispositions. 
As I said before, you can convert 
anyone if you love him enough. 
It’s love that gives the sympathy 
and understanding that are so 
necessary in helping the people 
around us.

Catholic has heard the story of this 


his life, but few realize the true 
significance behind the hastening 
of Christ's public performance of 
miracles. 

There are two lessons to be 
learned from this gospel. The first | 
is the great lesson in allegiance to 
God. Mary, foreseeing the plight of 
the host, in womanly fashion hint- 
ed to Christ that He had the pow- 
er to relieve the situation. Christ's 
reply to her, regardless of what it 
may seem, is anything but harsh. 
His main reason in answering thus 
was to establish that our first duty 
rests in the will of God; that even 


sometimes be secondary to higher 


Now, since Christ was God, He 
fulfilled Mary’s petition. Ponder 
over that for a few moments: God 
obeyed man. Such humility! There 
is much to be learned from Christ's 
great example on obedience toward 
lawful domestic superiors. 

God, through Saint Maurus, 
whose feast we celebrate today, 
showed the world the importance 
of another phase of obedience— 
obedience toward superiors, other 
than those in the home. 

It was about the year 522. 
Maurus, then a lad of twelve, en- 
tered Saint Benedict’s monastery 
at Subiaco as an “Oblate.” These 
“Oblates,” or “gifts of God, as 
they were called, followed the reg- 
ular monastic routine set down by 
their holy Abbot. They received a 
Christian education and learned to

as their elders; always looking for- 
ward to the day when 9 a 
would wear the holy habit n 
monk. 

Maurus, who came of wealthy 
parentage, learned for the first 
time in his life the meaning of 
manual labor. At Subiaco he 
worked in the fields, mingling with 
others who had been peasants in 
the world. At stated hours he 
filed into the public oratory with 
his elders to pray. Maurus partic- 
ularly loved Benedict’s form of 
prayer. It consisted of 150 Psalms, 
solemnly chanted. Sometimes they 
were joyful; other times sad. 

Everything at Subiaco appealed 
to his boyish heart. In his estima- 
tion, there was no greater man in 
the world than Abbot Benedict, 
nor no greater place than that 
saintly man’s monastery at Subi- 
aco.

In Wilmington 


T. ELIZABETH’S high school 
has been in existence for only 

ten years, but already its influence 
is felt in the city of Wilmington. 
Our school was established in 1940, 
through the farsightedness of St. 
Elizabeth’s pastor, the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr, James M. Grant. The first 
commencement was held in 1944, 
when 23 students were graduated. 
Since then about 200 young men 
and women have joined the ranks 
of alumni. The graduating class of 
1944, started out, as freshmen, as 
the only students in the school. As 
they advanced, a full four year 
course was established. 

To the members of the class of 
44 is owed a great debt of grati- 
tude for their spirit of loyalty and 
service, which serves as an inspira- 
tion to the present student body. 

The high school is fully accred- 
ited, and offers a college prepara- 
tory course along with some com- 
mercial subjects. 

This year a gefieral course was 
added to the curricula. This course 
will make it possible for about 
twice as many students to be ac- 
commodated. 

The enrollment for the high 
school has never been much over 
two hundred students. However, to 
us this it not a detracting factor, 
but rather one that makes our 
school life more enjoyable. With 
such a small enrollment, it is pos- 
sible to have a comradeship which 
eannot be found in larger schools. 
Each student has a feeling of being 
part of the many activities that go 
to make up the school year. 

Many outstanding achievements 
have been made by St. Elizabeth’s 
students S:ace the school’s begin- 
ning. The Wilmington Catholic 
High School’s Debating league was 
won for three years by the Maroon 
and Gold debaters, and thus the 
Knights of Columbus trophy was 
retired. Also, in an advertising es- 
say contest which was entered by 
students of Delaware’s public and 
private highs, first, second and 
third places were captured by St. 
Elizabeth’s students. A number of 
graduates have entered the religi- 
ous life and several others are 
either in training or are already 
registered nurses. Then too, quite 
a few graduates are now further- 
ing their studies at colleges scat- 
tered all over the country.

Protestant clergymen 
have been polled on these doctrines 
and the number was amazingly 
large of those who, if they did not 
actually deny belief in them, ques- 
tioned their accuracy. 

It certainly was not such a union 
that Christ visualized.

Briefly, the 
official prayer of the Church, the

The Holy Year 


WHEN Pope Pius X issued his Encyclical on Frequent 

Holy Communion, he called attention to a mistaken 
notion which a large number of Catholics throughout the 
world had entertained on the subject. He pointed out that 
a monthly Sodality Communion is not a frequent Communion; 
that it rather consists in receiving the Holy Eucharist several 


times a week—if not daily. 
noted that people are not given 
Holy Communion as a reward for 
virtue already acquired, but rath- 
er as a means of attaining holi- 
ness. 

But because along with frequent 
Communion the Holy Father urged 
the admission of little children to 
First Holy Communion and, there- 
after, to frequent Communion, an 
abuse has crept in. It consists in 
this: Little children, whose minds 
could not fully grasp the signifi- 
cance of the very sacred and sol- 
emn act, began afterwards to re- 
ceive in a routine way, and that 
continued through their school 
days and even longer. At the time 
they received their First Holy 
Communion they were unable to 
read from a prayerbook and,-there- 
for, their immediate preparation 
consisted chiefly in reciting ejac- 
ulations taught them by the priest 
or Sister. Their thanksgiving con- 
sisted of the same practice. Ever 
since most of them have continued 
to receive Holy Communion quite 
mechanically. 

If you are one of those you must 
begin to think of the reception of 
Holy Communion as the greatest 
privilege God Himself could ac- 
cord you, and as an act 
more solemn than wine else 
in which you ever engage. Hence 
there should not be gg, Ba imme- 
diate preparation for Holy Com- 
munion by prayers of your own as 
well as from a book, but there 
should also be a remote prepara- 
tion whereby your conduct today 
should make you better disposed 
to receive Holy Communion to- 
morrow. 

To encourage more frequent 
Holy Communion Pope Pius X ex- 
to two weeks a ion 
which had previously restricted to 
one week the gaining of indulgen- 
ces attached to prayers and good 
works performed within the week. 
Therefore, if you remain in the 
state of grace, it is not necessary 
to receive the Sacrament of Pen- 
ance oftener than once in two 
weeks to gain all the indulgences 
of that fortnight. 

But the Holy Father never in- 
tended that people who intend to 
receive Holy Communion on Sun- 
day should indulge in dances, out- 
side card parties, attend shows, or 
indulge in secular reading on Sat- 
urday night. Sacred things must 
still be treated in a sacred man- 
ner. 

Hence for one to profit greatly 
by frequent Communion he should 
not have a secularistic or a world-

The decision to undertake this 
campaign was reached at a recent 
meeting of the co-ordinating com- 
mittee following the success of a 
similar scheme carried out in the 
north-west London suburh of Wem- 
bley. 

There, members of the Wembley 
Civic Affairs Committee, a local 
Catholic body, called at the noms 
of 800 non-Catholics, seeking sig- 
natures to a petition asking Par- 
liamentary candidates to support 
or introduce legislation aimed at 
removing Catholic schools disabili- 
ies. 

In some districts nine out of 
ten householders signed the pe- 
tition. 

Announcing the new national 
canvass, Bishop Beck said he hop- 
ed it would become the year’s chief 
effort in the schools campaign 
throughout England and Wales. 

“It is a campaign that will have 
to be undertaken by parishes,” 
Bishop Beck asserted. “Some par- 
ishes have existing organizations 
which can organize the canvass. 
Others are forming schools action

“If all parishes were to act im- 
mediately the canvass could 
completed within a comparatively 
short time and its effect might be 
felt in the coming general election.

Rome — (NC) Twenty cen- 
turies ago Roman soldiers push- 
ed a purple cloak around an 
emanciated Christ, thrust a 
crown of thorns on His head and 
knelt. before Him in mockery, 
saying “Hail, King of the Jews.” 


This sacrilege has had its 
counterpart today. It occurred 
in Rumania and its details are 
given by the Information Service 
of the Oriental Church here. 


Victim of the sacrilege was a 
Greek rite Catholic priest who 
had repeatedly been tortured for 
refusing to renounce the Cath- 
olic faith and join the schismatic 

x Chureh. Tiring of tor- 
ture, his communist jailers robed 
in sacred vestments stolen from 
a nearby church and then forced 
him—amid coarse jibes and jeers 
—to be the central figure in a 
sacrilegious parody on the Mass. 


Sacrilege Against Christ Has 
Counterpart As Reds Force 
Priest Through Parody On Mass 


In the process of “persuading” 
the priest to give up his faith, the 
information service reports, the 
priest had on eight occasions 
been beaten so severely on the 
soles of his feet that he could 
neither walk nor stand. 


One time when he fell in a dead 
faint during the long interroga- 
tions he was repeatedly pulled up 
by the hair until the communist 
jailer had pulled out much of 
the victim’s hair. 

The information service also 
reports the words—reminiscent 
of the American hero, Nathan 
Hale—of another Rumanian 
priest held in prison by the re- 
gime for refusing to give up his 
faith, Asked what he would 
do now that he found himself 
condemned by the regime, the 
priest replied: “I have only one 
life and I wish to give it on be- 
half of my Church.”

“May those who suffer perse- 
cution keep tha undaunted 
strength which has covered the 
Church with the purple of martyr- 
dom since the dawn of Christianity. 
May God comfort those who are 
tormented by pain and sorrow.” 


Even as the Primate’s pastoral 
was read in Polish churches there 
were signs that the regime is step- 
ping up its campaign against t 
Church which has been in a ici 
during the past two months. The 
lull seems to have been due to the 
fact that the regime’s propaganda 
organs were busy promoting gifts 
and greetings for Stalin’s birthday, 
celebrated December 21. 


Notre Dame ROTC 
Unit Rates Best 
In National Test 


Notre Dame, Ind.—The present 
sophomore students of the Naval 
Reserve Officers Training Corps at 
University of Notre Dame are the 


the results of a cémprehensive test 
announced recently by official tabu- 
lators. 

The examinations, which were 


based on the collegiate trainees’ 
study of naval science, were ad- 
ministered last year to 3712 first- 
year students in the program. 


Notre Dame, whose 109-man unit 
compiled a mean score of 117.40, 
towered more than 18 points above 
the national average. 


Individual first place honors also 
went to Notre Dame, where one 
student scored 144 out of a possible 
150 on the test. Due to the Navy’s 
system of identifying papers only 
by college and number, however, 
the name of the highest ranking 
student could not be determined. 

Last year’s sophomore class at 
Notre Dame placed fifteenth among 
the 51 units who participated in the 
second year exam. Their mean 
score of 117.19 was almost four 
points above the U. S. average. 

Among the 50 schools that took 
part in the third-year competition, 
Notre Dame’s unit finished eighth, 
with an average score of 76.64, as 
compared to the nationwide mean 
of 62.34.

down by the trustees of Lafayette 
College, a scientific institution of 
Easton, Pa. 

The endowment was left in the 
will of Frederick Theodore Fre- 
linghusen Dumont, who had been 
in the consular service of the State 
Department. The will specified 
that the endowment could not be

Mr. Dumont died 
on June 4, 1939. 

The will has been the subject 
of litigation for the last ten years 
and the bequest to the college 
came to light only recently. The 
college trustees met at the Uni- 
versity Club here. Dr. Ralph 
Cooper Hutchinson, college presi- 
dent, issued a statement, which 
declared: 


“While the proceeds were to
